Town asks province to investigate CAO

Didsbury s town council will ask the 
provincial Municipal Affairs ministry to 
investigate the conduct of chief admin¬ 
istrative officer Roy Brown. 

In a unanimous, recorded vote after 
an in camera meeting Sept. 22, council 
instructed its administration, “to con¬ 
tact the Minister of Municipal Affairs to 
undertake an inquiry into the conduct 
of the Chief Administrative Officer of 
the Town of Didsbury." 

A spokesperson for the administra¬ 


tion said Sept. 23 that a formal letter 
will be sent to the department in a few 
days, and telephone consultations with 
Municipal Affairs officials will also take 
place. 

The action relies on section 572 of 
Alberta’s Municipal Government Act 
that gives the Municipal Affairs minis¬ 
ter the power to order an inquiry into 
the conduct of a municipal employee 
when requested by a council. 

Councillors were tight-lipped about 
the reasons, discussed in camera, for 
the investigation. 

It follows on the heels of a probe of 


Brown’s expense reports, credit card 
usage and seminars, workshops and 
training expenses since October 2013. 

Councillors also received the RET 
and tender documents for construction 
of the new fire hull as part of the same 
initiative. 

Linder the Municipal Government 
Act the minister, “may appoint one or 
more persons to conduct (the)inquiry" 
and direct who is to pay the fees and 
expenses. 

That person or persons who con¬ 
ducts the inquiry has the powers and 
duties of a commissioner appointed 


under the Public Inquiries Act. 

Council and the minister will receive 
a copy of the inquiry report. 

Brown has been on sick leave since 
June 10, and is on disability pay provid¬ 
ed through the town’s insurance policy. 
He was scheduled to retire in the spring 
of 2016, and an independent municipal 
human resources firm has been con¬ 
ducting a search for a new CAO. 

Applications for the job closed Aug. 
31 and council interviewed candidates 
on the weekend of Sept. 26. 

Council has not disclosed when it 
will make its hiring decision. 
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Commentary 

The golden centre 

The Town of Didsbury owns the old fire hall, the 
town office and library building and the former Alberta 
Government Telephones building on the comer of 19th 
Avenue and 21st Street 

The red brick AGT building is for sale and, as a herit¬ 
age jewel, will not be demolished - so its look and its 
commercial use are, so to speak, cast in stone. 

The volunteer fire department is set to move into its 
new hall now under construction. The town is studying 
its rezoning and redevelopment of the old fire hall as 
high-density housing. 

A civic centre committee is deliberating a future 
location for the town hall and library in a new building. 

Taken together, the proper 
development of this land rep¬ 
resents an opportunity for the 
leadership at town hall to set 
the direction and the tone for 
the economic future of the 
community. 

Didsbury's civic centre 
could be its golden centre. 

Extensive higher-density 
residential development, con¬ 
sidered by many the most 
obvious use of the land, would 
give both the tax base and the 
retail sector a boost. 

But many current residents 
of the single-family homes in the central core are wor¬ 
ried about additional traffic, and noise. 

This time, an unprecedented level of public consulta¬ 
tion must precede the first shovel in the ground. 

“We are not in a hurry," acting chief administrative 
officer Greg Skotheim said when council slowed down 
the redevelopment process of the fire hall to gather 
information and advice. 

Just as well, given the state of Alberta’s economy that 
is the context for Didsbury’s economic development. 

There is some talk of soliciting a Request for 
Proposals (RFP) process in which the town asks 
developers to present plans for the old fire hall site. 

It’s a good thing for the town to take its time before 
it makes a decision on the future of such a strategic 
piece of land. 

And the RFP process for all the land is one way to 
start consideration of the future direction of Didsbury 
as expressed in land use by professionals and the 
Didsbury taxpayers who are the owners of this land 

Didsbury has had several opportunities of the decade 
to renew its economic growth, and they have all fallen 
short of expectations. 

Perhaps we should rename the town Icarus for the 
legendary Grecian who flew too close to the sun on 
wings of wax, and fell to earth when the wings melted. 

In the most prominent folly, the town invested $7 
million .and counting in the development and servicing 
of the 45-acre Shantz Crossing industrial park. 

It still stands empty, windblown mud and weeds with 
curbs and driveways on streets that lead to nothing and 
phone, water and sewer lines that have no users. 

The ignominious proposal to build a palliative care 
centre on the Heritage Crossing property turned out to 
be so much smoke and mirrors. 

The community needs to keep its powder dry when it 
hears blue-sky promises about the future. 

The town should be humble about its past track 
record. 

That said, the town, the community and developers 
working together can realize the golden opportunity 
that the civic lands represent. 

Other cities and towns in Alberta would do anything 
to wake up one day and find they had all the vac ant 
land that Didsbury has ri|H* for new economic activity.

Food bank message not resonating with Canadians

In case you didn’t know, it’s Hunger Awareness 
Week. Across the country, food banks, community 
groups and many NGOs are reminding us how lucky 
most of us are to be food secure. 

Regardless of how wealthy a nation is, food insecur¬ 
ity can be found anywhere. 

And yes, even in Canada Each week over 200,000 
Canadians visit food banks, including more than 70,000 
children. 

These numbers are downright disturbing, consid¬ 
ering Canada's social safety net is more robust than 
many other industrialized countries. As we try to figure 
out how to better the lives of the less fortunate, some 
fine-timing in our approach to the whole notion of hun¬ 
ger may be required. 

First off, we should be clear about one thing. Food 
bank traffic is undoubtedly an effective indicator of 
domestic food insecurity. Food banks have argued for 
years that they represented a short-term solution. Yet, 
from a food security point of view, food banks look 
out for those who are most vulnerable, and they are 
increasingly getting better at it. They have proven to 
be one of the most innovative ways to foster altruist 
motives from volunteers and businesses to support 
fellow citizens in need. Many people have given hours 
to help sort and serve food b;uik customers, while 
hundreds of food companies transact with food banks 
every day. The stewardsliip that food banks have dem¬ 
onstrated over the years has built a strong business 
case for any organization looking to repurpose unsold 
food. The impact is immediate, meaningful and, most 
imj>ortantly, human. For businesses, giving to the food 
bank network only makes socio-economic sense. 

This year, for “hunger" awareness week. Food Banks 
Canada and its affiliates opened their doors in order to 
engage and educate ;ill Canadians. Food b;mks need to 


we can appreciate the impressive work they do. Food 
banks are filled with caring, compassionate individuals 
who want to help, every single day. Nonetheless, to get 
the attention it deserves, the overarching message of 
“hunger” from food banks may need to be revisited, 
since it may not resonate with many Canadians. 

Most Canadians implicitly associate images of refu¬ 
gees and war-tom zones to hunger. Individuals and 
families who visit food banks suffer from daily or 
chronic undernourishment, which is a much less vis¬ 
ible form of hunger. 

To be effective, food banks need to decouple both 
realities in their communication campaigns. Food 
security is much more strategic and has recognized 
measurements to assess performance. This is exact¬ 
ly what we need, particularly for food bank oper¬ 
ations. Proper analytics can help food banks anticipate 
demand. “Hunger,” front a conceptual point of view, 
can never really be explained since it is an inherently 
imprecise construct. 

Food security is about individuals having access to 
adequate, safe and nutritious food, both in quantity and 
quality, to meet their daily dietary requirements for a 
healthy and productive life. 

It can be easily compromised by poverty, mental 
health issues, lack of education and more. Economic 
cycles also affect people's lives, and changes in poli¬ 
cies could help. 

In the meantime, the best responsive mechanism 
we have to address negative market externalities is 
unquestionably food banks. To build a relationship 
beyond their current constituents, the language used 
by food banks should change.

On his own time, he campaigns on a 
shoestring so short that he sells his sup¬ 
porters lawn signs to raise fluids. 

Walper admitted he is politically 
inexperienced, naive and idealistic. 

“1 have been following Libertarian 
politicians for years." 

He thinks highly of Rand Paul and Ron 
Paul, the high profile U.S. Libertarians 
and repeated presidential candidates 

He was nominated to ran in Red Deer- 
Mountain View although he lives exact¬ 


ly one block north 
of the boundary 
with Red Deer- 
Lacombe. 

“People are 
elected to repre¬ 
sent their com¬ 
munity, and I am 
running in mine," 
he said. 

“I want to make 
a difference, not 
earn an MP’s pen¬ 
sion. 

“It would be 
nice to have 
one or two 
Libertarians in 
Parliament to remind government that 
there is a right way to do things,” he 
said. 

Libertarians want to help Canadians 
restore the free market, personal prop¬ 
erty rights and civil liberty that they 
deserve, he added. 

In his work, Walper travels exten¬ 


sively across Central Alberta. This 
gives him the opportunity to spread the 
Libertarian message, 10 or 15 people at 
a time. 

“We are Reform 2.0; more centrist 
than the Reform Party, but Reform 
populism and libertarianism are com¬ 
patible because they both respect the 
rights of the individual over the state." 

Walper came to Alberta nine years 
ago from Chilliwack where Reform MP 
Chuck Strahl introduced him to politics. 

Walper learned about Reform from 
Strahl, and thinks Libertarians are 
“Reform 2.0.” 

“I came to Alberta because hard work 
is rewarded here,” Walper said. 

He is still working but keeps a weath¬ 
er eye on the decline in oil and gas 
drilling. 

His wife Melody operates a home day¬ 
care, so he can absorb it if his workload 
declines. 

hi Alberta’s economy, there will 
always be a place for guys who work 
hard, he said. 


He is involved in the firearms com¬ 
munity and automobile events. 

He thinks Bill C-42, the Conservative 
Common Sense Firearm Licensing Act, 
didn’t go far enough to protect the 
rights of gun owners. 

He called the campaign against fire¬ 
arms a “knee-jerk reaction” to gun vio¬ 
lence. 

“Criminals aren’t going to obey the 
laws - any laws. 

“Sensational firearms killings are 
done by criminals and people with men¬ 
tal health breakdowns." 

However the core of Walper’s libertar¬ 
ian commitment is the economy. 

"It is ridiculous for Canada to be in 
debt. 

“We have every natural resource that 
the world wants - coal, potash, oil, dia¬ 
monds, minerals, wheat. .. 

“Why don't we have Canadian com¬ 
panies prospering, Canadian citizens 
doing well, and Canadian governments 
that don’t borrow? 

“That’s a political problem.”

A new design that

Council opens window 
on civic centre debate

Didsbury town councillors 
ended the secretive civic centre 
planning process Sept. 22, with 
a decision to have summaries of 
planning committee meetings pre¬ 
sented to council. 

Committee meetings, which 
have been infrequent, have been 
held in camera and committee 
members asked not to disclose the 
proceedings. 

Council voted unanimously to 
“direct administration to return 
any future Civic Centre Committee 
conversations to a regular council 
meeting.” 

Coun. Joyce McCoy who is a 
member of the committee and 
proposed the change said that in 
camera rules apply to property 


decisions such as an offer for a 
specific piece of land or the selling 
price of - none of which are yet on 
the table. 

Deputy Mayor Garth Hollinger 
who chaired the most-recent com¬ 
mittee meeting when CAO Roy 
Brown went on sick leave, cau¬ 
tioned that premature disclosure 
of plans would invite an unwieldy 
flood of ideas and opinions. 

Chief librarian Inez Kolinski, 
also a member of the committee, 
thanked council for the decision 
saying that she has been unable 
to inform her board of trustees 
of the committee’s deliberations 
because of the in camera restric¬ 
tions. 

Although the committee meet¬ 
ings will not be public, planning 
for a new civic centre to replace 
the town hall and library on 19th 


Street will be more transparent. 

The committee has discussed 
two locations for the new centre, 
the site of the former high school, 
now a football field close to the 
Ross Ford and Westglen schools, 
and on land near the Memorial 
Centre that houses the pool, arena 
and curling club. 

No decision has been made. 

The library trustees have been 
skeptical of moving out of down¬ 
town at the inconvenience of the 
library's growing base of patrons. 

Former chair of the library board 
Paula Harris proposed during her 
term that the library remain at its 
downtown location and expand 
into the town's administrative 
office space next door to get much 
needed expansion space. 

That proposal was at first 
accepted then taken off t he table.

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Powerhouse group to pursue development Dragons fall to Innisfail

A working group of prominent 
citizens - the Alliance for 
Business and Community 
Development (ABCD) - has 
formed to promote the future of 
Didsbury. 

The ABCD held its first 
meeting last week. 

Chamber of commerce 
president Barb Neufeld, former 


mayor Brian Whittal, realtor 
Mel Crothers, past Rosebud 
Foundation chair Clem Kuelker, 
urban planning guru Kevin 
Bentley .and First Nations 
consultant Fred Van Vleit were 
among those who attended the 
first meeting. 

The meeting lasted about three 
hours and discussed its purposes 
and role in the community. 

The formation of the ABCD 
is, in part, the outcome of 


frustration with economic 
development failures in the 
recent past, and of the Town 
of Didsbury’s control of the 
economic development file. 

The group has no funding, 
however is in its formative days. 

“The question of funding is 
initially not as important as 
the commitment to the town’s 
future by people who can do 
something about it,” an observer 
of the ABDC’s formation said. 


The Didsbury Dragons 
went down to defeat for 
the first time this season 
on Sept. 26 to the visit¬ 
ing Innisfail Cyclones by a 
score of 36 to 8 . 

Didsbury’s tiny roster 
of 12 active players so 
that most men are on the 
field for the full 60-minute 
game, was a factor in the 
loss. 

“That’s not an excuse, 


just a reason. The team 
was tired, especially in 
the fourth quarter," a team 
spokesperson said. 

The loss follows two 
lopsided wins against 
Carstairs and Strathmore 
when Didsbury scored 
a total of 135 points and 
allowed none.
